When 
the. water’ has bees <erated it passes 
through the pipes already mentioned and 
is carried to the. bottlisg machines,’ of 
which there aro a large number. 

‘Two machines, in particular, sre worthy 
of notice. . Théy are Beavis’ bottling ma- 
chines for the patent stoppered bottles.
